Beef and hog butehers at every paoking
hiouse In South Omaha are now on a strike,
A large number walked out yesterday morn-

deil of space to what the packers have to
say abvoul the strike,” maid one of the men,
“and I wish you would give the sirikers a
few lines,'" The gentleman wak Informed
that The Bee would cheerfully publish any
facts he had to give out und Le alarted in
by saying that the majority of the working-
mon knew thut The Bee was their friend,

WHAT A STRIKER SAYS,

“To begin  with," sald the gentleman,
“Bwift & Co. could settlp this strike in an
hour if they chowe to do mu. A few weeks
ago Bwift's beef. butehers in Chicago naked
for the restoration of the wages pald one
yoenr ago. That was 46 cents an hour. We
are fnow getting 40 cents and the difference
Ig not great., When the reduction was made

the men stood it without a kick. When the
Increase was ashed it was refused and the
Chicago beel bulchers wepnt out, New men

wara put in their places and trouble has bheen
brewing ever since, All the packers are
asked o do now is to pay the beef butchers
46 cents an hour and put back the men to
work who went out fn Chieago and other
places on that proposition. I am almost cer-
tuin that the packers will accede to this re-
fuest by Saturday at the longest.

“Thero is another thing T wish you would
mention in The Dee, and that is that the
men who are out propose to conduct them-
selves In an ordely manner, no matter how
the walkout terminates. The workmen will
not tolerate any destruction of property or
disorderly econduct, and we congider Lthe
swearing In of special policemen  entirely
unnecessary, Many of us own our own homes
here, and we are as desirons of having pence
and gqulet as any cne else. IU i precty cer-
taln, however, that some of the men who
bought homes on the installment plan will
soon lose them, as they have only been
getting in about one-third time of Inte."

The members of the coopers’ gangs have
held a meeting or two since the strike
opened, and it in certain that none of theém
will head up a barrel of product that iy
handled by o scab, This fact was demon-
strated at a mecting of the sirikers held at
Twentleth and Q streets. During the ses-
glon a man got the floor and announced that
the coopers would refuse to Jdo o tap In their
department in case keab butchers were put
to work. This nnnouncement was greeted
with great cheering.

A meeting waschald last nlght In Baner's
hall which wag attended by about 1,000 work-
men.  The doors were locked to all but work-
men interesied.  Speeches were muade by the
leaders directing the men and advising them
to hold out tosa finish. Another mooting
was held at Twentieth and Q streets. There
are a few maore men whe will be urged to
come out today, bubt, practically speaking, all
the men are but 'mow, The bosses and the
men who will not walk out will work today,
and If a settlement 8 not made with the
men by Saturday the packers will no doubt
bezin to himport:mién to take the plices of
the strikers. "

ORIGIN OF THE THOUBLE.

The origin of this strike dates back
the Pullman walk-out n few weeks ago, At
thal. time & number of anton butehers in
Chicago went out. Their pinces  wore
promptly flled by other men aopd the union
butehers who struck have naver besn taken
back. It 18 thought that this Is the basis
for the present walk-out, The men who
were frozen out after walking out In Chl-
cogn are members of the butchers nation:al
union, ns are the men who went out hero,
The other men who bhave quit have done so
through sympathy. It (8 an admitted fact
that about one-hulf of the workmen In this
country are out of employment. The men
who have been working for the last four
years and have recently struck are now out
and the men who have been idle are simply
filling  thelr plioes,

Mannger Foster says he hus been offered
men from Chieago and Kansag City, Nao
imported men have yel been put to work.
The b sses and the men whoe refused to
witlkk ont are doing the work. ‘This mukes
quite & staff, but of course, if the striko
Is not seitled within n few dnys additional
men will have to be put on or the houses
shut down. Bven the girls who work in
the canning department al Cudaby's are
out. Bome of the clerks have
been lakd off and if the strike continues n
few days longer some of the government in-
spectars will have to be furlonghed.

STRIKERS ARE DEFIANT.
Refose to Appear in Court to Answer In-
Junction Writs,

KANBAS CITY, Aug. 1.—Most extraordl-
nary actlon was taken at tonlght's meeting
of the A. R. U. at Argentine, when 400
Santn Fe rallway employes who wore roe-
cently summoned to appear before the United
States court at Topeka fNatly refused to obey
the mandates of the conrt. During  the
strike the sirikers were served wilth coples
of restraining orders from Judge Foster's
court at Topeka, enjoining them from tres-
passing or molesting the compnny's prop-
erty. In addition they were notified to ap-
pear in person at the meeting of the ecourt
at Topeka on August 6 and answer to the
complnint agalnst them.

In the rush of the work during the heat of
the strike the men werea unmindful of the
summons, Tonlght the near appronch of the
date caueged n discussion in the A, R, 1.
meeting.  Secretary McFadden was  finelly
authorized to send the following letter Lo
Judge Scarritt of the United States court
at Topeka, and It was sent tonight:

“Kir; In behnlf of mysell and other men
at this point who have been served with
returnable orders made in the first week of
August, 1 beg to say we are nol conselous of
having violated any law, and we do not feel
justified in paying rallroad fare to answer
